God is going to do by searching 
the Scriptures, for “All scripture 
is given by inspiration of God, 
and is profitable.” I want to know 
all I can about the Bible. I want 
to know what God’s Word says 
about God’s plans.

up.” Look up when you are in 


ing. All He said about what was 
going to happen, He said so they 
would look uv and find comfort.

That is the prac- 
tical aspect. He is saying, “When

Concerning the Lord’s coming, 
Paul writes to the Thessalonians,

A witness must have integrity.

By your words and your life, by 
the way you act and the way you 
live at home and at your work, 
you are to tell people about Jesus. 


Your Own Neighborhood Before 
China Or Africa 


The next step was 
Judaea,”” That is your neighbor- 
hood, we shall say. Don’t you go 
back to your home community or 
your church this summer and say, 
“IT am a student at Bob Jones 
College and I have volunteered 
for the mission field,” if there is 
a next-door neighbor to whom you 
have never witnessed! The com- 


.mand to witness in Jerusalem and 


in all Judaea is as definite as the 
command to go “unto the utter- 
most part of the earth.” Young 
people sometime talk about being 
missionaries when what they 
really want is a trip, the romance 
of being a missionary, and then a 
furlough to come home. Nobody 


‘is a missionary at heart who 


doesn’t. begin at home and then 
take in the neighborhood about 


him. Mr. Smith has a daughter) His 


who isn’t a Christian. Mr. Wil- 
liams has a son who is a sinner. 
Mr. Jones across the street has a 
niece who is lost, and yet you 
say, “I am going to China.” If 
you are going to China, you had 
better spend a few days in your 
own neighborhood getting ready 
for China. I am not trying to 
eep you from China, but don’t 
ss up your unconverted : next- 
door neighbor on your way to the 
port from which you are to.sail 
for the foreign mission field. 

I have heard people talk about 
the hardships of missionaries; but 
it would be easier for some of you | 
to go to China or Africa than it 
would be to go back home to a 
person before whom you have not 
lived right and tell that person 
you have found Jesus Christ, tell 
him that you have been saved, 
tell him that you are sorry for 
your past life and thet you want 
him to come to Jesus Christ; You 


“might not be as comfortably phys- 


ically in Africa, but I am not 
talking now about comfort. I tell 
you it is an easier thing for me 
to preach ‘to ten thousand people 
or an occasion than it is to speak 
to one man about his soul. I 
have driven myself many a time 
in the midst of great evangelistic 


' campaigns to speak to one person 


about his soul because that is the

hardest thing I have ever had to 
do. I have done that type work 
for forty-five years under the 
whip and lash of my own will. 


We Must Go To All Christ Loves 

Jesus Christ doesn't call you 
to “flowery beds of ease.” He 
didn’t tell the apostle that was 
what He was calling them to, and 


don’t you look for it. Jesus said, 
“Ye shall be witnesses unto me 
both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judaea, and in Samaria. ...” I 


can imagine the apostles said,’ 


“Say, wait.a minute! Hold on 
there! We don’t like the Samari- 


tans. We Jews and those Samari- | 


tans don’t get along. We don’t 
even go through that country if 
we can get out of it. We just 
can’t witness to the Samaritans. 
We were reared with prejudice 
against them. There is a vast dif- 
ference—our traditions clash.” I 
think Jesus said, “I know you 
can’t now, but vou can when I 
get through with you. When you 
sit do-vn ana wait until My Father 
and I transact some business up in 
Heaven, you can.” 


I had a letter this morning ask- 
ing if I would serve on an imter- 
racial child evangelism commit- 
tee to reach the colored children 
of the South. I was reared here 
in the South, My wife was 
brought up in a country where 
there were ten colored persons 
to one white person. Mrs. Bob 
Jones, Jr., was brougnt up in a 
county where there were prob- 
ably sixteen or twenty colored 
people to one white person. There 
is, of course; a social problem in 
this country. But let mc tell you 
something, a white man who is 
not interested in the soul of a 


colored man has never sat down’ 


and waited for the outpouring of 
the Holy Spirit. A white man 
who isn’t inteected in the soul of 
a yellow man, a black man, or 
any other kind of man anywhere 
in the world, is not a good witness 
for the Lord Jesus Christ. ~~» 

Some people adjust their glasses 
and say, “I am called to a certain 
class.” Paul was an apostle to 
the Gentiles, but he didn’t con- 
fine himself to the Gentiles. He 
said, “I am all things to all men 
that by all means I might win 
some of ther . When I am with a 
Jew I say, I am a Jew. My 
Saviour was a Jew.’ When I am 
with a Gentile I say, ‘Jesus died 
for the Gentiles.’ He didn’t have 
any Jewish prejudices—not my 
Lord! He wasn’t bound by racial 
traditions as I was before I was 
convertea. He wasn’t a little 
Pharisee with a narrow racial and 
religious outlook. He came from 
heaven’s noonday down to the 
midnight of this earth. He put 
is arms around the whole race 
of mankiad and locked his nail- 
pierced hands on the other side 
and hugged everybody. That is 
the One I represent!” 


The Same Gospel To All The 
World 


Let’s start at Jerusalem—at 
home. Don’t go to China until 
you talk to dad. I don’t mean 
you are to stay at home and talk 
to dad, but you are to witness 
first at home. Then when you get 
on the boat and start, witness on 
the boat. His order was, “As ye 
go, preach’’—not, “Wait until you 
get there to preach.” If you are 
going off to hold a meeting, do 
a little preaching on the road. 

“And unto the uttermost part 
of the earth.” What is to be our 
message to the Japanese? We are 
not to jump on them for saying 
their emperor came down out of 
Heaven. We are to tell them 


‘where our Lord came from. We 


are to tell them He went to the 
Cross and to the tomb, and that 
He rose again. We are to tell the 
Chinese the same thing. We are 
not to go to India and talk about 
the “Christ of the Indian Road.” 
Our Christ is not the Christ of 
the Indian Road. He is the Christ 
of the Heavenly road! Oh, this 
thing of adulterating the testi- 
mony, sugar-coating it, fixing it 


up, mixing a little paganism with 
it, squeezing in a little human 
philosophy, offering some human 
ethics! 

Jesus didn’t say, “I am a way.” 
He said, “I am the way!” The 
Bible doesn’t say that this salva- 
tion is in His name and some 
other person’s name. It says, 
“There is none other name under 
heaven given among men, whereby 
we must be saved.” Don’t adulter- 
ate it! If those apostles, those 
early witnesses, could stand in the 


midst of the paganism, the heath- 


enism, the sin, and the philosophy 


of their day with a Colosseum in 


Rome and with a dungeon in every 
town, you and I can stand in our 
day. But we can’t do it without 
the anointing from on high. 


Let us spend more time wit- 
nessing and less time on morbid 
speculation. We want you to 
know the teachings of the Scrip- 
tures. We have a prophetic hour 
at our annual Bible conference. 
We want you to know the cross- 
current of the thoughts and in- 
terpretations of the Word of God 
in our day. But our job is wit- 
¥ itnessing. 

Let me put myself on record. I, 
personally, believe that the shad- 
ows of the eveningtime are falling 
on the Gentile dispensation. I am 
not a great authority. My-opinion 
doesn’t have a great deal of value, 
but that is my personal feeling 
about the matter. The day has 
been long; the evening may be a 
little long, too. And whether the 
evening is long or short, I know 
my job. My time is short any- 
how. Remember, your business 


as a Christian, your one obliga- 
ton, your vocation in the time 
alloted you is. tobe a faithful 
witness to the’ Lord Jesus Christ 
by your life and your word. of 
testimony. If some of the inter- 
pretations of prophecy with which 
you. do not agree ar right, you 
will still be right if you are a true 
witness for the Lord Jesus Christ. 
You will be in a better fix when 
Jesus comes than those who do 
not d. that, even though they be 
right about what they teach con- 
cerning prophecy. Put the em- 
phasis where God puts it. Let us 
start out today to do the job He 
has given us to do—the job of 
witnessing for Him and winning 
souls to Him. 


Prayer: “Our Heavenly Father, 
all of us in this house this morn- 
ing have failed. There isn’t a one 
of us who could sincerely look into 
Thy face without a feeling of 
guilt. We have failed Thee. We 
haven’t been true witnesses. We 
have been interested in a great 
many things—sometimes to grati- 
fy our own curiosity, sometimes to 
merely satisfy our longing for 
knowledge, sometimes just to 
stimulate our imaginations. Some- 
times we have forgotten our main 
business. Help Bob Jones Col- 
lege to remember its main busi- 
ness. However high may be our 
scholastic standards, may people 
when they think of Bob Jones 
College, think first of Jesus. When 
they think of our ministry, may 
they think first of Jesus. When 
they think of us in our homes, 
may they be reminded of Jesus. 
Help us to the limit of our ability, 
supported by God’s power, to go 
as far into the world toward the 
uttermost part of the earth as it 
is possible for us to go. None of 
us can go into all the world; but 
each one of us can start at home 
and go as far as he can. Some 
of us can go overseas. Somé of 
us ought to go overseas. But help 
us to start today in Bob Jones 
College. And as we go, help us 
to preach by the way we live and 
by everything we do and say. 
Make us faithful to Thee. We 
pray in Jesus’ name. Amen,”

The Invitation 


Let us consider therefore, first 
of all the Invitation. Who are the 
invited? Search the Scriptures. 
Go through the Old Testament. 
Cover the New Testament. Listen 
to the appeals of the Prophets. 
Hear the words of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Pay attention to the mes- 
sage of the Apostles. You will find 
that they are all unanimous in 
their pleading appeals to the 
needy, the. thirsty, the hungry, 
the guilty, the poor, the diseased, 
the lame the halt the blind. There 
is very little in the Bible directed 
to the affluent, the powerful, the 
prosperous, to positionized, the 
prominent. To these last, it 
seems that God preaches most of 
His warnings, while it is to the 
oppressed, the repressed, the de- 
pressed, the suppressed that God 
has most to say in the way of 
pleading, passionate benediction. 
The world doesn’t invite folks like 
that. The world doesn’t want the 
outcasts, the outlaws, the down- 
and-outs, the people who are born 
on the wrong side of the tracks. 
The world has a price for every- 
thing it g:ves. You pay a hundred 
times, aye a thousand times over 
for the tiniest bauble you get 
here upon earth. You pay for 
every second of happiness with 
minutes of toil. You pay for every 
minute of joy with days of pain. 
You pay for every hour of laugh- 
ter with years of travail. But this 
is not the way of God. God’s 
bounties are free to all who will 
accept this invitation through the 
Lord Jesus Christ. God’s bounties 
are for those upon whom the 
world turns its. self-righteous 
back. This invitation should evoke 
an echo in every feeling heart, in 
every thinking mind, in every cry- 
ing, longing soul. God offers. infi- 
nite, superlative satisfaction for 
the taking. 


Next, let us consider to what. 


we are invited. It says here, 
“Come ye to the waters, and he 
that hath ao money, come buy, 
yea come buy and eat, wine and 
milk without money and without 
price.” That is the invitation. We 
are invited to drink the water of 
life. We are invited to partake of 
the wine of God’s joy. We are 
invited to quaff deeply of the milk

of God’s benisons. These terms 
unquestionably include all the 
t «poral and spiritual blessings 
that any of us may need im time 
or eternity. 

Just remember what God has 
for us. There is nothing else that 
can satisfy the guilty conscience, 
the longing heart, the yearning 
soul, You will find only too soon 


that this world cannot content 
you. It may for awhile; it may 
for hours, for days, or even for a 
few years. But there comes a 
reckening, and you pay in bitter 
repentance, in ceaseless remorse, 
for everything you have partaken 
of at the spread-out table of the 
world’s banqueting. The best that 
you get here upon this earth car- 
ries with it a sting, a joker. It 
is not what it pretends to be. 
There is too much tinsel, too 
much false fire, too much fool's 
gold about it. You may dance to 
tl. tune. You will have to pay 
the piper. The price is too high 
for the little joy that you get out 
of it. 


But when you come to God, 
there is the ambrosia and nectar; 
there is the bread and the water 
of life; there is the fullness of the 
abundance of God’s grace. None 
of God’s mercies carry with them 
any sort of a bite or blight. They 
are not polished up to represent 
themselves to be what they are 
not. They are just exactly what 
they appear to be, only more so. 
God always gives good measure, 
pressed down, running over. You 
need not hesitate for one single 
second to pay the highest price 
God asks you. You will find in 
the end that you have obtained a 
bargain, a great bargain. The 
values of God will not only suf- 
fice you for the moment, or for 
the passing fashion, but for eter- 
nity. You will never regret that 
with which you parted in order to 
obtain that which God so abund- 
antly bestows upon you. 

Consi. <r, further, the manner 
of the invitation. First, it is ear- 
nest. Listen to the cry of God. It 


seems to be torn out of His very . 


heart. It seems to me that He 
bends down from the heavens and 
says, “Ho! Stop! Wait! Look! Lis- 
ten!” The very fact of its oft 
repetition is a definite sign of the 
earnestness, of the anxious desire 
of God that we pay attention to

His admonition, to His appeal. 
Were we a hundredth part, aye, a 
thousandth part as eager as God 
is for your welfare, everyone of 
you within the sound of my voice, 
would flee from the wrath of God, 
to the love of God, closing with 
His sure, blood-written, cross- 


_ offered mercy. 


The invitation is not only ear- 
nest, it is also serious, Someone 
has counted the word “come” as 
it appears in the Bible, to report 
that it is there 642 times. Six hun- 
dred and forty-two times God uses 


that invitation ‘‘come.” Surely it 
could not be more serious: God 
knows our condition, our position, 
our peril, our condemnation. He 
is concerned for us to turn about 
face. Could we see ourselves as 
God sees us, the horrors of our 
situation would be the greatest 
invitation that could possibly be 
presented. There would be no 
question then of agonizing to get 
people to come to church, let 
alone to get them to accept the 
Lord Jesus as their personal Sav- 
iour. There just cannot be any 
over-exaggeration of the necessity 
for the plan of redemption, for 
the provisions of God’s Grace, for 
t* work of the Holy Spirit. 


The invitation is not only ear- 


nest; it is not only serious, but it: 


is also general. Thank God for 
that! Everyone is invited. There 
is no such thing as race difference 
or racial hatred with God. God is 
not’ class-minded. There are no 
capital and labor in the courts of 
glory. .All mankind are _ inclu- 
clusively, exclusively, conclusively 
urged to come to the fountain 
flowing from the throne of God’s 
grace. There are no such things 
as national réstrictions. There are 
no material barriers. There are 


no mental qualifications. There 
are no moral degrees. The King 
in His throne room, the convict 
in his jail cell, the queen in her 
dainty dressing room, the harlot 
in her den of assignation, all oth- 
ers in between, are included in 
the words of this text. You need 
not hesitate! You need not ques- 


tion! You need not doubt! The 
words mean you, every single sol- 
itary one of you, without excep- 
tion. 

The invitation is not only ear- 
nest; it is not only serious; it is 
not only general; it is further 
absolutely, totally, unqualifiedly, 
free. The things of God in Christ, 
the things of salvation, the things 
of eternal life are above price, 
beyond price, without price. The 
very thought of paying for them, 
either before accepting them, or 
after you have come into. their 
estate, would make a cheap huck- 
ster out of God, would. minimize 
the matchless value of _ the 
precious blood of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Not by penance, nor by 
prayers, nor by.toil, nor by blood, 
nor by tears, nor by any sort of 
personal effort is it expected of us 
to attain, to obtain, or even retain 
the grace of God. It is all the 
free gift of God’s love available to 
us on the simple terms of the gos- 
pel, repentance toward God, and 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ. It 
is hard to understand, harder to 
believe! Our own devilish pride 
stands in the way. Our own hell- 
ish stubbornness bedims our 
minds. We want to do something 
for God. We are loathe to become 
beggars on God’s bounty. Remem- 
ber this for so long as eternity 
Shall stand. You cannot buy any- 
thing from God. You cannot earn 
anything of God’s. All of His 
blessings are free, for the asking, 
for the taking.

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The Expostulation 

Now let us think of the Expos- 
tulation. “Wherefore do ye spend 
money for that which is not 
bread, your labor for that which 
satisfieth not?” Sin is laborious, 
spending of self and hard earned 
substance for the things that will 
perish with the using. When we 
get them what do we have? We 
have to leave them all behind. 
They turn to ashes, to gall, to 
bitter wormwood. There is no 
need of elaborating on that. We 
have all learned it only too bit- 
terly, alas, too well. Go out into 
the highway. and byways of life. 
Watch the faces of the devotees of 
Satan. See how strained they are. 
See what efforts they put forth in 
order to obtain the things of this 
world, when in their sober mo- 
ments they know that everything 
they do get result in their harm, 
in their loss, in their spiritual 


death. The way of the trans- 


gressor is hard. The wicked are 
like the troubled sea. The devil 
has no bargains. You pay a thou- 
sand, aye ten thousand times over 
for every bit of shoddy that you 
obtain in his market place. He 
cannot even give you a deed in 
fee simple. He has no control 
over life, over death, over eter- 
nity. Only God can do that. Only 
God has that. 


Sin is. costly, more costly than 
any and every other pursuit, more 
expensive than any and every 
other pursuit, more expensive 
than any an” every other engage- 
ment of life. It costs everything, 
character, influence, reputation 
time, health, love, home money. 
Finally it costs the soul and 
heaven itself. “For what shall it 
profit a man if he gain the whole 
world and lose his own soul?” On 
top of that you must remember, 
oh, I beseech you to remember, 
that the devil cannot, that the 
devil does not, that the devil will 
not, ever, give anyone the whole 
world in exchange for his soul. 
He bought Judas for thirty pieces 
of silver. Before that time and 
since that time, he has been buy- 
ing the eternal welfare of men 
ofttimes for even less than that. 
Examine what the devil has to 
offer you and you will find that it 
is trash, that there is nothing to 
it, that it is not even worth one 
millionth of the price the devil 
asks for it, that it is painted up, 
perfumed over to make it attrac- 
tive, that there is nothing solid, 
nothing worth while about it. 


Sin is extremely unsatisfying. 
There is nothing in sin that con- 
tents for any length of time. It 
biting, blighting. It 
blights like the burning open- 
doored furnae, like the blazing 
noontide heat. It brings pain to 
the body, pangs to the heart, pun- 
ishment to the soul. It is a whip 
of scorpions by day, a nightmare 
by night, the shadow of an inev- 
itable doom hanging like the 
sword of Damocles over the head 
of the sinner. You lose yourself 
for awhile in its hectic preoccu- 
pation, but as soon as the mo- 
ments of enchantment are over, 
there comes the bitter sting of 
repentance, of remorse, of burn- 
ing memories. 

The most horrible thing about 
sin, perhaps, is that it is so uni- 
versally and inescapably deadly. 
It kills, without regard of person 
or position. It kills the young. It 
destroys the old. There is nothing 
holy to it. There is nothing sacred 
to it. Satan and-sin encroach into 
every sanctity of life, straining 
them with their slimy trails. That 
the wages of sin is death is recog- 
nized throughout the world. That 
the soul that sinneth must face 
punishment and eternal con- 
demnation is written in the warp 
and woof of all mankind, civilized 
and uncivilized, Christian and un- 
believer. Eternal punishment, the 
flaming torments of hell, were 
fe) 


ber oh, sinner friend, as you go 
on thwarting the will of God, that 
a day of reckoning is coming, that 
there is a judgment to face, that 
there is an accounting to render, 
that the flames of the lake of fire 
and brimstone are reserved for 
those who turn their backs on 
this mighty invitation of Grace. 


The Solicitation 


We now come to the Solicita- 
tion. It is the sole concern of 
God that we accept this wonder- 
ful, blood-written invitation. 
“Hearken diligently unto me.” It 
is an urgent appeal to men and 
women in imminent. danger. You 
are on the road fo destruction. 
Here is the’ way out. “Incline 
your ear and come unto me.” The 
voices of the world are so clam- 
orous, so fascinating, so. inviting, 
that one is in constant danger vf 
missing the heavenly call. That is 
why God pleads with us so often. 
here and elsewhere. “Hear and 
your soul shall live.” Scan the 
pages of the Bible. See how many 
times in it you are commanded to 
hear. Jesus himself said, “Take 
heed, that ye hear.” If you hear, 
you will heed. If you heed, you 
will receive. If you receive, you 
wil. live. 

There can be no doubt in any- 
one’s mind about the anxiety of 
God for the welfare of His crea- 
tures. Too many times, and in too 
many different ways, has. God 
shown His passionate-hearted de- 
sire for the souls of men. Nature 
is dotted with the invitations of 
God. The Bible is just one long 
cry from the Lord. Every drop 
of the blood of Jesus Christ on 
Calvary’s cross is an_ echoing 
Amen and Amen to the invita- 
tions of Nature, or Providence, of 
Scripture, to turn to God and live. 
It seems to me that when a Sinner 
does go to hell it is only because 
he knocks God out of the way. 
It is only because he crucifies 
Christ afresh. It is only because 
he stamps in the very face of the 
Holy Spirit.,There is no one in 
the entire world who knows more 
about your plight than does God. 
It is because of His certain knowl- 
edge that He is so solicitous for 
your welfare. With all my soul, 
by your immortal souls, I be- 
seech you, hear God and live. 


The Compensation 


The last thing in this wonderful 
text is the Compensation. “In- 
cline your ear and come unto me, 
and your soul shall live.” The 
compensation is life, eternal life. 
You may-have it. You will have 
it if you accept this wondrous 
invitation to God, if you will step 
out on the mercies, on the prom- 
ises of the Almighty outlined in 
these brief verses of Scripture. 
Here is life for the asking. Here 
is life for the taking. Here is life 
for the enjoying. Here is life right 
here on earth, the fullness of 
God’s grace, life that is everlast- 
ing. Here is life, throughout an 
endless eternity of reigning and 
rejoicing with the Lord Jesus 
Christ. I plead with you, close 
with it. 

In this matchless superlative 
life, this life that neither the 
world, nor the flesh, nor the devil 
can give, there is first of all the 


forgiveness of your sins. You can- 


not really be said to enjoy life as 
long as the thoughts of your sins 
beset you on every hand, as long 
as they trouble you during the 
day and torment you through the 
night. In this offer is included 
the blotting out of every trans- 
gression, the removing of every 
iniquity, the washing away in the 
shower of Calvary’s blood of every 
blot from your soul and record, 
from now on forever. It is God's 
prerogative to forgive sin. God 
alone forgives sin. He does it 
gladly, eagerly, fully through 
Jesus Christ. ‘You may confess 
your sins to each other. You may 
make restitution:“ You may do all 
that is in your power to amend 
in the future. But you will never

most cultured circles. He who 
finds aught of fault in this Friend 
of yours is merely branding him- 
self, placing himself, classifying 
himself, with those who are in the 
devil’s toils. You need the friend- 
ship and fellowship of this Holy 
Spirit. There are so many vicissi- 


tudes in life. There are so many — 


uncertainties. There are so many 
hills to climb, so many rivers to 
cross, SO many oceans to traverse. 
There are so many crosses to 
bear. There are so many dark 
places full of traps, mysteries, 
doubts, fears. Here is a guide who 
never falters. God offers Him to 
you in this invitation. 


We have also in this compensa- 
tion not only the forgiveness of 
our. Sins, not only the fellowship 
of ‘the blessed third person of the 
Holy. Trinity, the vice-regent of 
God, of Christ here upon this 
earth, but also future glory. In no 
other way, in no other place, un- 
der no other condition, can you 
escape the torments of hell, can 
you enjoy the bliss of heaven.
